PROTECTION TO FAKMKRS. 


The Lubm proposition tc equalize 


tariff by paying a bounty on agricul- 
tural staples is meeting with general 
favor wherever the subject ia disen-sed. 
State Granges have taken upjhe prop- 
osition and in every instance"endor£ed 
it. The California State Grange, as 
heretofore noticed in the JODPVU, 
sanctioned it and adopted resolutions 
requesting the \merican Protective 
Tariff League to explain, if an explana- 
tion was possible, how n tariff on im- 
ports uenetttted the farmer uhose 
products have to compete with those of 
other nations in the open markets of 
tue world? So f*r the Tariff League 
has made no reply and it is not probable 
that it will. Now the National Grange 
ot tbe United States in session at 
Worcester, Massachusetts, has taken 
up the question and it ia stated that 
there never baa been a matter pre- 
sented to the Orange that created 
such spirited discussion. Final action 
was taken by the unanimous adoption 
of the following resolutions. 


WHEREAS, Agricultural staples being 
exports cannot be protected by a tariff 
on imports, as are manufacturer?, and 
American ships in the foreign tiadc, 
Diing built of partly pi olscted material 
and under protection wages, are at a 
disadvantage to the world's competition 
with ships constructed and operated in 
cheap-labor or free-trade countries 


Jleiolved, By this conference, that the 


depressed condition demands the en- 
actment of such legislation as will put 
both these great industries upon a 
footing of equality with those now 
specially fostered by the Government. 


Xesohed, That »e recommend to tho 


consideration of the Congress of the 
United States and to the American peo- 
ple what is known as the "Lnbm prop- 
osition" for the protection of American 
agriculture and shipping in the foreign 
trade. 


The advocates of the Lnbin proposi- 


tion claim that American agricultural 
staples, a portion of which are ex- 
ported, derive no benefit whatever from 
protection to imports, in fact farmers 
have to pay their proportion of impoit 
duties on manufactures. For seventy- 
six years Great Britain paid a bounty 
on exported agricultural staples and 
only ceased doing so when those staples 
ceased to be exported and the corn laws 
were repealed. It is a well established 
fact that the price of wheat and other 
agricultural staples in all parts of the 
United States, where there are trans- 
pen ation lines, is fixed in Europe, and 
that the tariff on imports afford no pro- 
tection whatever to farmers. To give 
all American industries equitable pro- 
tection is the object of the Lubin prop- 
osition, as agricultural staples, being

DEBS LIOMIZKU. 


There is something wrong with the 


laws or the manner in which they are 
administered. Eugene V. Debs was 
sentenced to imprisonment for six 
months by the Judge of a United States 
court. He was released last Friday and 
tendered an ovation. 
Delegations 


from various labor organizations were 
present when the jail doors were open- 
ed and received Mr. Debs with cheers 
and other demonstrations ot joy. He 
was escorted to Chicago by thousands 
of delegates from labor unions and one 
of the greatest demonstrations of the 
year was made in bis honor. 


At Chicago a monster reception was 


given Mr. Debs, who spoke for two 
hoars to the assemblage, and among 
other things manifestly the spirit of '70 
still survives. The fires of liberty and 
noble aspirations are not yet exting- 
uished. He greeted the audience as 
lovers of liberty and despisers of des- 
potism. He comprehended the signifi- 
cance of the demonstration and appre- 
ciated the honor that made it possible 
for him to be the guest on snob an oc- 
casion. 


Mr. Debs turned from such reflec- 


tions to the practical lessons taught by 
this liberation day demonstration, 
which means that American lovers of 
liberty are setting in operation a force 
to resume their constitutional liberties 
from the grasp of monopolies and their 
mercenary hirelings. 


There is food for reflection in the 


case of Mr. Debs. He was sentenced to 
six months imprisonment without trial 
by a jury of his peers or a jury of any 
kind. If be deserved that sentence 
why the ovation now given him? If he 
did not deserve punishment then com- 
mitting him to prison was as despotic 
au act as any attributed to the Czar of 
Russia or the Ameer of Afghanistan. 
Evidently the thousands who lionize 
Mr. Debs look upon the Court which 
committed him to prison and the Su- 
preme Court which affirmed the judg- 
ment as engines of despotism con- 
trolled by monopolies. This being the 
feeling, how long will it be until there 
is a clash and one which may shake 
society to its foundation, between those 
who believe that Mr. Debs was justly 
punished and those who say he was 
not.
